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Election 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, Species A is acknowledged. 
Applicant's traversal regards the restriction between the claims directed to the bolt 
(Group I, claims 1-10 and 16-20) and directed to the method (Group II, claims 11-15 
and 21-25). In that regard, the applicant contends the bolt could not be heated prior to 
installation otherwise, it would not be self-torquing. In response, without getting into the 
fact that "self-torquing" is not in the claims, it is simply pointed out that the bolt could 
contract or "self-torque" upon cooling from an elevated temp as is the general nature of 
most metal. Applicant's election of species A leaves only claims 1 , 2, 7, 18 and 19 
which read on the elected group and species. Accordingly, claims 3-6, 8-17 and 20-25 
have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b). 

. Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 7, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by the Japanese reference No. 62-188764. Japan 764 discloses a bolt (1) 
including head or nut wherein the bolt is made of a shape memory alloy which by 
definition changes shape when heated or cooled. The material of the bolt including a 
combination of nickel (Ni) and titanium (Ti).
